Sidewalk Disputes 


A repetition of the discussion currently raging in Ontario 
regarding the construction of sidewalks in the San Antonio 
district, will be eliminated in the future if an ordinance pro- 
posed in City Council on Monday is passed, it was revealed 
today by City Manager Harold J. Martin. 


The ordinance, which had _ its 
first reading Monday evening, 
provides for the regulation of con- 
struction of curbs and sidewalks 
in conjunction with building con- 
struction. Curbs, however, will 
only be regulated in areas not 
subdivided or parcelled into one- 
half acre or smaller lots. The 
curb, or curb and sidewalk, need 
not extend a greater distance 
than the sideyards, according to 
the proposed ordinance.

THE GREEK MIRACLE 

ATHENS, Greece (via Air- 
mail)--When I was asked by a 
fovernment minister whether I 
had made any outstanding dis- 
covery in Greece, I replied: “TI 
have discovered that it is in- 
habited.” 

That..was not an empty wise- 
crack.: Before I came to Greece. 
I was tamiliar with the statis- 
ties en production, prejudiced 
against the political system, 
skeptical about the war. What 
IT had left out of account was 
that this is a land of miracle. 
The miracle of Greece is the 
people of Greece. 

Nothing in Greece ever has 
been satisfactorily explained for 
the historical record. From 
where ¢ame the Greek language, 
which first enabled Western 
man to think and speak in terms 
of reason and logic? From 
whereedid the Greeks come? 
By what combination of circum- 
stances did a small city-state 
of a few thousand souls pro- 
duce in a comparatively short 
time, like a sudden new flower, 
a Socrates, Plato, Pythagoras, 
Hippocrates, Euclid, Phidias, 
Aeschylus, Sophocles? Why 
does every beginning of under- 
standing of why we are what 
we are begin with this city from 
which I write? 

By what miracle did a Jew of 
Tarsus’ later Known a3 St. 
Paul, trek his way to this city 
in a day when the sun of the 
gods of Parnassus was setting, 
to proclaim on the very stone— 
the Acropolis—where stands the 
most perfect pagan temple the 
West ever has built, that a new 
God was born, a God of suffer- 
ing and love? And why was it 
from that stone, that mount, 
and no other, that Christianity 
was to spread throughout the 
world? 


All %he great questions about 
Greece remain forever unan:- 
wered. How did this people live 
for 400 years under the rule of 
the Oriental Ottcmans and re- 
main Western. coming up from 
a long sleep like a Phoenix? 
(Our word for the miraculous 
rising bird is Greek.) 

Why is Greece alive today? 
That is the question. Not 
whether it has a good or bad 
governnient about which I 
shall write later, and more sob- 
erly. But why do people walk 
its streets with light in their 
faces? Why do they fight a 
battle no other people have 
fought? How could seven mil- 
lion pedple, never well organized, 
defeat Mussolini's Italy? How 
could they withstand the at- 
tack of the Germans longer than 
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France? How could they emerge 
from four years of occupation, 
riddled through, and through 
with communism, with a weak 
government, in a country de- 
void of practically every na- 
tural resource, and take on a 
battle in their very midst, fo- 
mented and aided by every 
land neighbor? 

Why -— one asks oneself — did 
Czecho-Slovakia, an advanced 
and well organized state, never 
lift a gun against either of its 
conquerors, while these people 
threw themselves upon each in 
succession, and go on doing so 
today? Why did they not just 
lie down and die—-and how, any- 
how, do they keep alive? 


Nobody knows the answers. 
Your reporter dces not. The 
answer is not to be discerned 
in the intellect, but in the soul. 
The Greeks responded to, ac- 
cepted and created Christianity 
out of the words of a Galilean 
because they understood the 
soul. No man before Christ had 
come nearer to his spirit than 
a Greek: Socrates. Greece is 
perennially ripe for something. 
The Greeks are a people of the 
soul. And the soul ig immortal. 


The Greeks also are a people 
of imagination. Here, in the 
midst of a terrible civil war— 
which nevertheless is not a 
Greek war—is being undertaken 
an absolutely unique experi- 
ment: Communisis are being 
converted into the elite of the 
resistance, against them! Who 
else in the world ever has even 
tried to accomplish that feat of 
imaginative sympathy ? 


To live in perpetual danger, 
to be perpetually defeated and 
perpetually renaissant, to con- 
found all analysts, to ‘defy all 
Statistics—that is Greek. 

And toward Greece no person 
is compromising. Perhaps it is 
the light—the miraculous light, 
miraculous color, miraculous sea. 
The light permits no compro- 
mises. Mountains do not merge 
into other mountains; each 
stands clear and separate in its 
grandeur and color. Everything 
has outline, and all color has 
form. In this light and land- 
scape one hates or loves; one is 
not indifferent. One hates or 
loves Greece and the Greeks. 
The soul loves them. It reaches 
out ‘toward them and response 
comes back—and comes. back 
greatly. 

It is precisely because nothing 
is as it seéms to the calculating 
mind. that Greece is the worst 
reported and worst understood 


country in Europe today.

WASHINGTON (/) — This 
is an ABC on the new way for 
landlords to figure their case 
if they want permission to raise 
rents. 

The government last night is- 
sued a formula for them. It 


divides landlords into two 
groups: 
l. The small one. He has a 


Place with one to four dwell- 
ing units. 

2. The large one. He has a 
place with more than four units. 

This is how the formula works 
for them: 

The small landlord. He gets 
a rent increase if his net oper- 
ating income is less than 25 per 
cent of his gross income. He'll 
get an increase bringing his net 
operating income up to 30 per 
cent of his gross income. 

The large landlord. He gets 
an increase if his net operat- 
ing income is less than 20 per 
cent of his gross income. He’ll 
get an increase bringing his 
net operating income up to 25 
per cent. 

What are gross income an‘l 
net operating income? Gross 
incame is his total income be- 
fore expenses. Net operating 
income is simpy what he has 
left of his gross income after 
(1) paying expenses—including 
taxes--and (2) making an al- 
lowance for depreciation on his 
property. For example: 

Jones, a small landlord, got 
$1000 in rent from his four 
_ apartments. That's his gross 
income. His expenses for keep- 
ing up the apartments, includ- 
ing taxes, plus an allowance for 
depreciation, come to $800. 

“The $800 was his operating 
expense: Since he got $1000 in 
gross income, he has left $200, 
That's net operating income. In 


NEW YORK — From all the 
view-halloo and waving of arms 
last week, I thought for a mo- 
ment that a new war had begun.

This is probably 
either fascistic or communitic 
talk. but I am still puzzled over 
the importance we place on 
some brass-lung’s penchant for 
bawling obscenities at ball 
players, under the delusion that 
it enhances the esthetics cf the 
sport. If it happened in a the- 
ater, the ushers would give you 
the heave in fiye seconds.

other words: Total income, 
minus expenses, leaves net in- 
come: 

(Note: A small landlord will 
not be allowed more than 21 per 
cent of his gross income for 
depreciation; a large landlord 
will not be allowed more than 
16 per cent of his gross income 
for depreciation.) 

Here’s an example of a small 
landlord who can ask for a rent 
boost anu how he figures it out: 

Take Jones again. He had 
$1000 gross income, $800 ex- 
penses, and was left with a net 
income of $200, which is only 
20 per cent of gross income. 
But he’s entitled to a 30 per 
cent net income. What does he 
do? 

He multiplies the expense 
($800) by 100 and divides the re- 
sult (in this case $89,000) by 70 
and gets $1143. 

That $1143 represents a rent 
increase of $143 a year over 
the $1000 rental Jones got be- 
fore. 

So now his gross income is 


$1143, his expenses are $800, 4 


anu his net income is $343, 
whereas it used to be $200. So 
that $343 gives him a 30 yor 
cent net income on his gross 
income of $1143. 

In the case of a large land- 
lord, the formula goes like this: 
Multiply the operating expense 
by 100 and divide by 75 (not by 
70, as in the case of the small 
landlord). 

If you're a landloi'd and think 
you're entitled*to a rent raise 
under this formula, get a peti- 
tion from your area rent con- 
trol office. 

If you're granted the increase, 
it starts from the date you filed 
the petition, not the date on 
which the government finally 
acts,

But in a democracy— 
now they've got me doing it— 
there must be some bylaw 
which says that informal com- 
bat between two blowhards is 
not only legal but slubriaus. 

T hape Mr. Durocher does not 
suffer from his latest “incident,” 
but I hope even more heartily 
that it does not drag out into 
a congressional investigation.

that Mr. Durocher, after all, 
did not take a machine gun and 
assassinate the President in the 
dark of the mocn.

And 
because they are elusive years 
and at times baffling, she has just 
written a 32-page illustrated 
pamphlet, “Understanding Your 
Child—-Ages 6 to 12,” issued by 
the Public Affairs Committee, 
Inc., of New York. 

For dealing with children in 

this difficult phase of growth, Mrs. 
Lambert offers the following sug- 
gestions to be used, not as an in- 
fallible guide for on-the-spot 
emergencies, but for long-term 
guidance in helping your child to 
develop fully: 
...1, Know what to expect before- 
hand. Be prepared for questions 
about sex, “shockers,” tall tales, 
lies, or stealing. 

‘Shockers’ are best handled 
with humor and a light touch, 
and a simple, direct, honest an- 
swer without a display of shame, 
confusion or anger.
